The $985,600 bond issue would add 
a 98-bed wing to the existing hos- 
pital facilities, which are, according 
to committee chairman Robert | 
Starkweather, very overcrowded in} 
some departments. |

Starkweather stressed the fact) 
that the hospital, as well as schools, 
fire district and police departments. | 
must grow with the community, and | 
must be adequate to handle any | 
prokable epidemic or national dis- | 
aster. 


During the last year, according | 
to hospital administrator Max | 
Gerfen, 602 Menlo Park residents, | 
or nearly 10 per cent of the pati- 
ents, were accepted into the has- 
pital. In addition, there were 106 
persons admitted from Atherton 
and 83 from Woodside. 


As it stands now, the new wing 
will just absorb the estimated pop- | 
ulation increase within the district | 
by the time of its completion, if} 
passed, at the end of a year and a! 
half. 

According to Gerfen, the addition- 
al wing will be no drain on the tax- | 
payers’ pockets. While the construc- | 
tion will add an estimated eight 
cents to the bonds, the next year | 
will see a reduction in hospital | 
maintenance from 14 cents to 9) 
cents or less, the latter absorbing 
the cost of the former. 


Speaking for the hospital board | 
of trustees, chairman George B.| 
Walsh of Menlo Park pointed out | 
that the Sequoia district is one of | 
the few in California to substantial- 
ly reduce its tax rate for the coming 
year.

Think of the time that could be sav- 
ed, not only for the merchants, but 
also by the shoppers, if the fear of 
children running into a busy street 
were eliminated with the plan that 
is now being debated. I know I 
weuldn’t be afraid of my child run- 
ning out the front door if I knew 
that the only thing she would run 
into would be a park. 

The potential possibilities of this 
Master Plan are unlimited if only 
the merchants and the pecple of 
Menlo Park would stop thinking of

:Mrs. A. Douglas McBryde, then a 
senior board member to the honie, 
was given a project to do. As a re- 
sult, she took 25 young women un- 
der her wing, and with them, staffed 
the Guild’s tea room in 1931. 

While the auxililary members 
(then it was the Atherton group) 
struggled with the heavy trays, and 
served the now-famous cinnamon 
and orange toast, another branch 
of the Convalescent home—the Pa- 
lo Alto auxiliary—emerged to take 
over the luncheon room. 

THE ASSOCIATES 

| A non-profit organization known 
as the Allied Arts Associates, Inc., 
purchased the three-and-a-quarter 
‘acres comprising the Guild in 1946, 
and set up a trusteeship over it to 
benefit the Stanford Convalescent 
home. 

During the June, 1951. meeting of 
the Woodside-Atherton auxiliary, a 
motion was made to put Guild 
management into the hands of that 
auxiliary, since the members of the 
‘board of trustees had planned for 
some time to retire. 

So, in October of last year, the 
young women of the Woodside-Ath- 
ferton ‘auxiliary took over the re- 
sponsibility of operating the Guild 
and managing the property. The 
Palo Alto unit was given the tea 
room as*their project, all proceeds 
from ‘tea and luncheons atid shops 
to go for the support of beds at 
the Stanford Convalescent home.

DOWN TO EARTH 


Compost Heap Still Is Best Means 
Of Improving Soil in Your Garden 


By TERRY LEE 

Even the manufacturers of agri- 
cultural chemicals admit that “there 
is no soil conditioner that is a sub- 
stitute for good soil tillage and man- 
agement practices, nor a permanent 
substitute for organic matter.” 

This means that a little elbow 
grease from the gardener and a lot 
of compost from the extra growth, 
clippings and leaves in a garden are 
still the cheapest and best soil con- 
ditioners available. 


Every home owner ought to have | 


a compost pile. A properly managed 


heap turns ecarden refuse into val- 
uable organic material. It is nat- 
ure’s own fertilizer factory. There, 
Fee igly inert material is trans- 


into material that, when add- 
the soil, increases its fertility, 
corrects and maintains certain bal- 
ances, and improves the physical 
structure. 

SELECT MATERIALS 

A compost heap should not be a 
ection of all sorts of * trash 
‘own together in hodgepodge 
fashion. The materials must be sel- 
ected and certain ‘things added to 
hurry up the process. 

I, for one, am not interested in 
maintaining a big pile for long and 
like to have several yards of humus 
ready in a few months. This can 
easily be done if most wogdy mater- 
jals are kept out of the heap. 


Grass clippings, old annuals, 
weeds (if they are not in seed), 
seft hedge clippings, leaves, kitch- 
en waste, but not meat scraps, are 
usually available and excellent fer 
the compost pile. 

I discard branches and any dis- 
eased or insect ridden material. 

The size of a compost pile is an 

individual matter. A heap four feet 
square and four to five feet high 
holds a lot of compost. This grad- 
ually settles to about a cubic yard 
ef compost, enough to cover an area 
of almost 200 square feet two inch- 
es deép. 

One method af making a compost 
pile is to dig a pit about six inches 
ceep. The excavated soil can be pil-

The bottom 
should be filled with old leaves or 
peat moss to keep moisture in the 
pile. 


As material from the garden be-| 


comes available it can be added in 
layers ten to twelve inches deep. 

Each layer should be tramped 
into place and an activator add- 
ed. This would be one pound of 
manure or a half pound of com- 
mercial fertilizer for each layer. 

The transformation of the raw 
materials into humus is started by 
fermentation. An activator merely 
assists in the fermentation. Chicken 
manure is excellent, or liquid man- 
ure or fertilizer. The other essential 
ingredient is moisture. 


I like to run the hose over the 
pile during fhe summer about a half 
an hour each week. In the winter if 
the top is kept concave it will nat- 
urally collect rain water 

If the heap gives off an odor this 
can be entirely eliminated by sprink- 
ling one pound of superphosphate 
for each new layer. .A light covering 
of garden soil will also help, but 
will slow up decomposition. A more 
uniform product can be had by 


turning over the pile and thorough- 
ly mixing it when it is four feet 
high.

If you are lucky enough to have 
a pear tree, remember that pears 
are not supposed to ripen on the tree 
the way peaches or apricots do. If 
a pear has reached the proper green 
stage for picking, it will snap off 
the branch readily when you cup 
your hand underneath it and slowly 
raise your hand. Green pears can be 
ripened in the sun or wrapped in 
paper and kept in a cool, dark place 
and ripened later.

There is still fire blight on the 
pear trees, some other fruit trees 
and shrubs. It is essential that the 
blackened leaves and stems be re- 
moved. If they are not, the disease 
will live over the winter and strike 
the new growth in the spring. 

* s * * 

This is a good time to cyt apiece 
of the new growth of English ivy 
and put it in water to grow indoors 
all winter. Remove the leaves from 
the part of the stem that will be 
under water. It will root better if 
you leave it outdoors for a few 
weeks.
